Fire history shows that, the
area the fire is entering, has not had fire on it for 18 years. Extreme drought is allowing the fire to burn
through areas that are normally covered with water. Potential remains for rapid fire movement towards
the western and northern Preserve boundaries. Smoke may infringe on Interstate 75 forcing possible
closures.

""contengincy firing operation'' on the Florida Panther NWR which was successfully completed by 1800
Hrs. today. With the continued pronounced east to west flow on the 20 ft winds, there was good
ventilation and smoke was not an issue either on I-75 nor in the general naples vicinity.

33: Significant events today (closures, evacuations, significant progress made, etc.):

A 6 mile long and 1 mile wide fuel break burn on the eastern edge of the Florda Panther NWR east
boundary was completed today.(3,036 acres)This mitigated the chance of any westerly spread of the fire.
Line preparation and burn out operations along the northern perimeter were sucessfully completed,
greatly reducing the chance of fire threat to Department of Forestry Protection lands. A Delegation of
Authority has been drafted and reviewed which to the IMT by the Seminole Agency Acting
Superintendant(BIA )for both Big Cypress Seminole Reservation and Miccosukee Indian Reservations
which provides authority to take action up to 2 miles on tribal lands.
